No Shortcut to the Good 

The Editors, 

Fellowship: 

The Polish and Hungarian revolts 
against Soviet Communism demonstrate 
that it is impossible to build a classless 
society under the tutelage of an elite and 
all-knowing class who high-handedly im¬ 
pose their will on the great mass of the 
people. The leadership principle applied 
to socialism is as obnoxious as that prac¬ 
ticed by fascism. Leadership is class. 

Public ownership and operation of the 
means of production for the public wel¬ 
fare is a great idea, but the individual 
must remain free. Support of the com¬ 
mon enterprise must be voluntary and by 
attraction, not compulsory. The system 
must arise from the desire of the people 


and must not be imposed by a bunch of 
arrogant and militant smart-alecks. 

No system is any good unless there is 
freedom for the dissenter to dissent and 
plenty of room for him to carry out his 
independent ideas outside the system. 

No individual, no committee, no min¬ 
ority, and not even the majority, can de¬ 
cide what is right and force humanity 
to conform to the official view. Too often 
in human history everybody has been 
wrong until some lone individual blazed 
a new trail and set a new course which 
all mankind later followed. 

The erroneous means of Communism 
has cost humanity millions of lives. Rule 
by force is slavery, and the revulsion of 
the people to men who have the arrogance 
to rule by force will not die until force 
itself is cast aside as the barbarous 
method of the primitive past. 

Force is evil in itself, and enforced 
good is almost as bad as enforced evil. 
In fact, enforced good is evil. 

Revolt in the Communist world is real 
and can no longer be concealed. Com¬ 
munism, founded on bloodshed, defends 
itself by bloodshed. This must come as 
quite a shock to those who harbored the 
hope that utopia could be ushered in by 
force and violence. 

For the left, the present revolts in 
Poland and Hungary are object lesson 
number one, for these revolts are by 
people who have experienced Communist 
rule. 

The good world can never lie built by 
evil means.

A fine job of recounting 
the work of Church World Service 
in the housing of refugees in Hong 
Kong. This project was launched 
by the Rev. Elmer W. Galt, a long¬ 
time member of the FOR. 

The Waiting Ones. Black-and- 
white photos. 81 frames. 15 min¬ 
utes. The story of the “stateless” 
refugees who languish in camps or 
hide in cellars around the world, 
without the right to seek sanctuary 
anywhere. Includes a plea for 
American “sponsors”, who can help 
to bring such people to these coun¬ 
tries under the Refugee Immigra¬ 
tion Act, which expires this year. 

It is no deprecation of either the 
filmstrips or the work they pro¬ 
mote to add that they bring evi¬ 
dence also that the dimensions of 
the work that needs to be done in 
raising the standard of living 
around the world surpass the capa¬ 
city of church and other private 
groups to handle. It is good that 
Christians “share their surplus” 
with a fraction of the hungry mil¬ 
lions of the world, but there will 
be no peace until the problem of 
surpluses disappears within the 
framework of a world that pro¬ 
duces for men’s needs rather than 
for a minority’s profit. —A. H.

LABOR CONTRACTS 
READY-PADILLA 

TOKYO, Jan. 7 (AP)~~ Negotia¬ 
tions to send Filipino laborers to 
California were "very successful/ 
Philippine President Magsaysay's 
personal representative said today. 

Contracts were "whipped up/ 
Pedro Padilla said* to recruit qua¬ 
lified Filipino laborers for Cali- 
lorn la fruits and vegetable farms. 
He said one contract will be 
signed' between the Philippine 
government and California fruit 
and vegetable growers* and ano- 
llier between Filipino laborers and 
the growers. 

Padilla -told the Associated 
Press the agreements were al¬ 
ready in the hands of President 
Magsaysay who expressed “ap¬ 
proval" in a long-distance tele¬ 
phone conversation. 

Padilla arrived here today by air 
from California where lie spent 
two months negotiating with state 
officials and fruit and vegetable 
growers. 

He plans to stay here for a few 
days before returning home to ex¬ 
plain to the Philippine cabinet ' 
how tlie program will be Imple- 
, men ted. 

Padilla hopes to recruit some 100 
Filipino laborers by early March, 
“They will be screened care¬ 
fully/' he said, “and depending on 
their quality and the impression 
they make there will be a de¬ 
mand. Then others will follow." 

Padilla said this will also de¬ 
pend on whether California grow¬ 
ers are capable of meeting the 
terms in the contract." 

Padilla estimated some 20,000 
to 30,000 laborers will be sent to 
California farms. This doesn’t in¬ 
clude the 1,000 quota for 1956 
which was never filled, he said. 

“They will be paid prevailing 
wages/' Padilla said. 

The program will be applicable 
to other states, Padilla said, since 
the Philippines and the United 
States have an administrative 
agreement covering the importa¬ 
tion of Eilipino labor. He said his 
government or a designated agen¬ 
cy will advance money for laborers 
to go to the United States. It will 
then be deducted from their 
wages. 

“Everything in California/' Pa¬ 
dilla stated, "will be handled by 
our San Francisco consulale gen¬ 
eral/ 1 

Earlier negotiations bogged 
down, Padilla said, because cer¬ 
tain circles asserted Filipino la¬ 
borers were being mistreated and 
discriminated against. 

"President Magsaysay asked me 
personally to investigate and re¬ 
activate the labor program/ 1 Pa¬ 
dilla said.

INDIA LETTER 


On plane Chicago to San 
Francisco to .Tokyo 
Japan 

January 28, 1957 

My dear Friend: 

As you see from the above I am winging my way on my annual migration to the 
East* As most of you know, I spend six months in America and six months in India 
each year Q Have been doing so since the war. But every other year I divide my 
time between India and Japan. This is the year. After three months (Feb.- April) 
in Japan where my address will be 2-) 4 Chrome, Ginza, Chuo-ku, Tokyo, Japan, I will 
go to Korea — May 1-15 — where ny address will be c/o Eishop Hyunki Lew, 31 Naina 
Dong Road, Seoul, Korea, then I will go to India (May 16 - June 20) when my address 
will be Sat Tal, via Bhawali, Dist. Naimi Tal, V.P. India. Then back to U.3.A., 
arriving on the 22 nd where my address will be 150 Fifth Ave., N.Y. 

Since I wrote you last I can give ny usual report and give it without ex¬ 
aggeration: This has been the most beautiful and fruitful period of my life so 

farI I mean that. It has been literally so. I finished six Ashrams during July 
and August, then the Crusade for a united church during September, then lU evangel¬ 
istic missions of a week each and now I face the East again. I wish I hac^ time to 
tell you of each of these missions. Last night at Huntington, W. Va., the theatre 
was packed with over 3,000 people and some turned away — and that on a rain;/ night. 

But the big event of the six months was the finishing of the new book on 
Maturity. I usually space my books two years each — one year in nursing myself in 
the subject and the next year in writing, I usually have to take the book to Japan 

to complete it, but this time I went ahead of my schedule and completed it three 

months ahead of time. I sent off the manuscript on January 2 ) 4 . It will be pub¬ 
lished September 9, 195?. This will be a devotional. 

Blit the next one will be regular type of book and it will be on Conversion. 

I have felt that we need a book on conversion which could help people inside and 

outside the churches to find conversion, for only about a third of church members 
know what conversion really Is by first-hand experience. Incidentally, if you know 
of instances of striking conversions please send them to me, I could use them with 
or without names. Thanks. Abingdon Press will publish Maturity. I am glad the 
manuscript is gone for now I can give myself to Japan with an undivided mind, I 
will need prayer for this campaign in Japan for it will be tougher than before, I'm 
sure.

While in Florida, I had a check up by the doctor who allowed me to go to 
Japan four years ago -- allowed me, provided I kept a diet. This time he said;

M So I go this 
time with great inner freedom and gratitude* I had some days with Mrs* Jones who 
still keeps about 600 boys in school in India through her scholarships. 

As I sit in this plane my heart Is filled to almost the bursting point with 
gratitude for His goodness In seeing me through many battles and struggles. I 
emerge from them with a deep serenity, too deep for words. What a glorious thing to 
be a Christian!. The wonder of it grows upon me. I expect to be explaining its 
wonder forever*

Thank you for sending the additional list of names. Ve have sent a letter and 
folder direct to each of these persons with our invitation to them to join the 
tour. We note your footnote asking for a few more copies of the first folder 
with your letter. 

We hare sent out so many copies that we have actually made reruns a couple of 
times and still have run out of the copies. By noting the portion marked in 
red oh the back of the enclosed folder, you will recall that we set this up 
with an Introductory Price in order to try to attract early action. During the 
last week of January and through these two weeks of February we have found that 
for persons who had not previously received any announcement..this particular 
statement seemed to have a negative psychological eff ect, felt like they 

were being suddenly confronted with a nice opportunity but that they must make 
full payment by March 1 or else not be allowed to go. That, of course, is a 
misinterpretation of the statement, and the statement is merely a question of 
when the Introductory Price is in effect and when the standard price is already 
in effect. Still a number of persons have apparently been negatively influenced 
even after an explanation of this sort, simply because they felt that they 
didn’t want to pay a higher rate than somebody else was paying and yet this issue 
need not come up. We wouldn’t try to hide it from them but if the Introductory 
Price is no longer available or is available only on circumstances which are not 
acceptable to most people (e.g. paying the full price all at once) then it is 
best not to focus the attention on something like this. Therefore, we have 
tried to revise the folder and we are sending you some of the revised copies. 

The revised copy indicates the standard price which is $50 higher than the 
other just by giving the exact dollar amount which is involved. When a person 
writes in and says he is interested and wants to have more information, then 
we send him a sheet which explains the whole business and points out the differ¬ 
ence between the two prices, so that if he still is in a position to and desires 
to qualify for the Introductory Price, he will not be charged the other price. 
Within a couple of weeks there will be no possibility for anyone to get in on 
the Introductory Price. Therefore, in making a rerun we have straightened this 
item out and have tried to consolidate the folder to the best of our ability. 
Unfortunately the revamping of the two folders together into one folder resulted 
in the omission of various materials which we would like to have included. We 
have assumed that most of the folders which are distributed now will go to people 
who have already had your first folder either from you or from us. Thejce will, 
of course be new persons but almost all of the inquiries we have gotten and all 

of the foreseeable uses of additional copies of the folders will be for persons 
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who have had the first folder. They may be a little confused in looking at this 
new folder and think that they have seen it and actually it is nothing new at 
all and they iri.ll have seen everything in it except the revision of the price 
data and re-wording of two or three words making clear that both of us are going 
to be with both of the consecutive groups. The items which are new have been 
set in with a little bit darker type, all on the inside third page so that they 
will stand out. I trust that these will be of some use to you for the special 
purposes you had in mind. It does of course feature a quotation from you on 
the front page of the leaflet. From what you have said I presume that you are 
writing your own transmittal notes with almost all of the material you are 
sending out now. We have just run off another thousand which we believe will 
be our last supply of pamphlets related to this tour and they should be available 
in good number. Let me know how many more of these you would want. 

We have well over 125 inquiries which are still in the active category as far 
as we know, that is people still giving active consideration-to it. Furthermore, 
we have had referrals on the tear-off portion of the folder to the extent of 
perhaps another 150 names. How good they are I don*t know but if their friends 
think they are prospects there is a chance. Some write back and tell us what 
their situation is and some don’t. Our main drive in the future in addition 
to taking care of the new inquiries which are coining in at an average of a 
couple every day will be to follow up again in various i*ays on the many inquiries 
and referrals that we already have. We look forward in this connection to your 
coaments on the suggested drafts of special letters as we have earlier sent 
them to you. We are preparing materials of the Russia item for people that have 
already enrolled* and have yet to hear from you regarding the other letter we 
propose for people who have not enrolled but who are on our definite inquiry 
and specific referral list.*+

We wil-l enclose a list of names and addresses of some new enrollments which 
have been definitely added. You may already know about some of them. We 
have not yet received the registration from the man you informed us about 
last week who had told you he was signing up. Nor have we gotten any response 
yet from Mr. Duncan, who is Ray Jarman T s personal friend. Perhaps he feels 
that the accommodations are not as luxurious as he would want, even though A 
they definitely are a great bargain for the money we are charging, }$&fatten)Pu* 

I am sending some additional materials of interpretation to all the people on 
our definite inquiry list, prior to providing you with names, etc., for the 
follow-up you said you would do. This may pull several of them in and save 
some of the work which is involved in sending materials out to you. However, 
we believe you might do some good in one specific contact at the present 
moment. We enclose a sheet which is the same as you sent out earlier to some 
persons about the Russia Tour, plus some other additional information on the 
Russia Tour. This is for a Rev. Frederic Meisel, who prefers to be addressed 
as Father Meisel, I believe, an Episcopal high church clergyman who is a 
chaplain at the city mental hospital here. He had quite- a long conversation 
with us on the telephone one day'- and since he has travelled extensively in 
Europe on a previous trip, he is interested only in the Russia Extension. We 
enclose for you a copy of our materials on the Russia Tour and you will note 
that where people are taking the Russia Extension only, we actually require 
them to include the days in Berlin. This is because we feel that it is essential 
to have some background before visiting Russia; otherwise they come out with 
more misinformation and confusion than they went in with. The period in Berlin 
is not ah adequate introduction as compared to having the whole west Europe 
tour, but is as much as we felt we could really ask for. This information may 
be of use to you in interpreting to other people later on. 

You will notice that I have also been pointing out to people that originally 
we asked you for only the first Russia Extension. Your recently submitted 
schedule of desires for your personal travel at the conclusion of our program 
shows that you are well aware that you are not going back to Russia the second 
time. However, , lire have to stress it so much to make it clear to various 
people inquiring, that I am soliciting your help at this point. It will cut 
down on our correspondence. We have a number of people who are very definitely- 
going because of the attraction of your leadership at this particular time, 
wanting or at least thinking about the Russia Extension for the second date. 

We have to write back and tell them that there will not be any American leader— 
ship on the second date, but only the Intourist guides plus the help of reliable 
and much interested Christian Russian people (mostly Baptists who have visited 
the USA already and who are known to be competent from the opportunity we had 
last year to observe how they handled the group which came in without an American 
tour leader) Meisel»s address is Bellev4A& Hospital, Protestant Chaplain*s 
Service, 27th Street at First Avenue, New York, New York. He knows of your 
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writings and your work and I believe would be extremely receptive to your appeal 
to him to come to an early decision, with an early deposit which would assure 
him of a place.

At the present time ive are under some pressure from the airlines, \Je have 
blocks of space allocated for the transatlantic crossings on an option basis. 
This is necessary because ail transatlantic space by an;/ and every means what¬ 
soever wij.i be completely sold out week s ahead of any given crossing date 
and there will be huge waiting lists piled up. Under those circumstances the 
airlines naturally want Id take it away from people who are holding more 
L.han tney are actually going to use. 1/e cannot guarantee what we are going 
to do, ox course, so chat makes it difficult for us. 65 days prior to the 
departure of eaci^of the two groups, we are supposed to render a final account¬ 
ing and stand to lose all of the space we do not have covered by definite 
deposits. That is somewhat unfair to our prospects of filling the space, as 
V7S Iiave every reason to believe that had we more time than this we could do 
h* Tbe ; 0a ^ P roblem is going to be with Group # 1, as I feel that with the 
aaci Liion^u cime we have on Group $2 and the fact that most of our j nqriries 
now are talking about Group #2, ire vri.ll fill that to overflowing. %e review 
dat-e or Group # 1 March 25,;- and I am working desperately to try to p-et 
commitments by that time from all of the many people who have made"definite 
inquiries. 


The main reason I am writing to you now is that I know that you have been and 
are in contact from time to time with people who are notentia3.lv members of the 
Tours. Knowing our situation on this, you can join us in our efforts to 
divert everyone into Tour Group ft 1 where it is at all conceivable that they 
would respond to this, i/e are saying flatly to people that ire will accent ' 
tnem for Tom' Group ft 3. and not even mentioning Tour Group ft 2. Where they 
express a preference for $%, ire suggest that our booking situation is that 
ive nave vacancies^ on, ana that we are foot malting - 7/2 open to anyone except 
persons who arc tied down as teachers or students in a manner that would prohibit 














them from going on Tour § 1. We add to it in small print, so to speak, that 
rather than turn them down completely of course we would "consider” the 
possibility that they also might be in a hardship case which would entitle 
them to acceptance on Tour § 2. 

Specifically, some of those who are still open and who you would know about 
and may possibly have some contact with, are as follows: Ray Jarman. He 
wavered about his dates and changed his specifications and now we do not 
know where her:stands. He wanted to go to a large extent because of your leader¬ 
ship and on the basis that you would not be on’Group 4 2 to Russia we tried 
to sell him on Russia Extension $ 1 and of course in this case he would be on 
Europe Circle § 1 as well.

This is because with this number we get your ticket free 
and without this number we have to pay the full price less our very small 
agency commission for your ticket. It is not your responsibility in any manner 
or form to work on promotion or to solve this problem for us. It is strictly 
our problem; however, I wanted you to know factors in the case so that when¬ 
ever you are advising persons who are already considering the Tour or who may 
in the future contact you, that you can make the maximum possible use of such 
contact opportunities to bring them into a decision for Tour jfl rather than 
Tour #2. Thanks so much for whatever you can do in that direction. Wc T rill 

try to get the airlines to extend the time so as to allow us additional”leeway

I have been sending you some materials which will give you more of an idea of 
the particular angle which we have been developing'in various types of situa¬ 
tions in promotion of the Peace Tours. 

At the present time we are under some pressure from the airlines. I/e have 
clocks of space allocated for the transatlantic crossings on an option basis. 
This is necessary because all transatlantic space by any and every means what¬ 
soever will be completely sold out weeks ahead of any given crossing date 
and there vail be huge waiting lists piled up. Under those circumstances the 
airlines naturally want Id take it away from people who are holding more 
viian they are actually going to use. V/e cannot guarantee what v/c are going 
to do, oj. course, so that makes it difficult for us» 65 days prior to the 
departure of each of the two groups, we are supposed to render* a final account¬ 
ing ana stand to lose all of the space v/e do not have covered by definite 
deposits. That is somewhat.unfair to our prospects of filling the space, as 
we have every reason to believe that had v/e more time than this ire could do 
- !e rea ^ Problem is going to be with Group # 1, as I feel that with the 
additional time we have on Group $2 and the fact that most of our inquiries 
now are talking about Group „% we will fill that to overflowing. The review 
date for Group ?/ 1 Is, M arch 25 V- and I am working desperately to trv to get 
commitments by that time from all. of the many people who have made" definite 
inquiries. 


The mam reason I am writing to you now is that I know that you have been and 
are in contact from time to time with people who are potentially members of the 
Tours, Knowing our situation on this, you can join us in our efforts to 
divert everyone into Tour Group § 1 where it is at all conceivable that t) e- 
would respond to this. V/e are saying flatly- to people that v/e will accept 
them for Tour ^Croup f r 1 and not even mentioning Tour Group § 2. Where they 
express a preference for ,' ! 2, we suggest that our booking situation is that 
we nave vacancies.on. f/1 and that we are not making //2 open to anyone except 
persons who arc tied down as teachers or students in a manner that would prohibit 
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Violence Is Making Us 
yulnerable to Critics! 

A bullet, apparently fired froio a 
high-powered rifle, Friday night went 
through the bedroom of a 21-year-old 
University of Georgia student, narrowly 
missing her. It ■ penetrated the wall of 
another bedroom where small children 
were sleeping, but was too far spent to 
do any damage there. 

This happened at Koinonia Farms, 
near Americus. It is but another chapter 
in'lawlessness connected with opposition 
to the farms. 

The whole point here, which the 
state and local officials must consider, 
is whether or not Georgia will really try 
to enforce its laws. 

A great many people in the area, 
undoubtedly a vast majority, disapprove 
of the farms, which are by all reports a 
serious and apparently sincere religious 
project, because both white and colored 
people live and work on the land. This 
opposition is understandable, especially in 
the light of present emotions. 

According to the information avail¬ 
able, the farms existed for years with 
no opposition. If there was then no ap¬ 
proval, there still was no violence. The 
farms banked in Americus. They pur¬ 
chased goods from the local stores and 
were economically unobj ectionable. It 
was not until the emotions aroused by 
the Supreme Court decision on schools 
brought about a revival of Ku Kluxism 
that violence began and the farms were 
boycotted. 

It is on the subject of this continued 
violence, and not on the pro or con of 
the farms themselves, that we feel there 
must be strong comment. Georgia is to 
appear before the nation as either a 
state of law or one of lawlessness. The 
repeated violence at the farms has made 
of them a national issue, a fact of which 
most Georgians may not be aware. 

Whether the white and colored farm¬ 
ers succeed economically is for the future 
and for another decision. 

But Georgia cannot afford to allow 
such criminal attacks to continue, en¬ 
dangering the lives of innocent women 
and children, without being condemned 
for lawlessness and also making us 
vulnerable to all the more false and un¬ 
reasonable attacks by our most extreme 
critics.

Can Uncle Sam

TWICE MORE during the past two 
weeks, shots have been fired at Koi¬ 
nonia Farm near Americus. One bul¬ 
let entered the home of the president 
of the bi-racial communal agricul¬ 
tural project, which is so objected 
to by some'Sumter County residents 
because it harbors both whites and 
Negroes. Earlier, rifle fire was di¬ 
rected at a Negro couple’s home on 
the farm. 

The latest is the sixth incident of 
violence against Koinonia. Four 
times, there have been gunshots. 

Twice, there have been bombings. 

The law enforcement officials of 
Sumter and the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation appear helpless to stop 
this terrorism by night-riding out¬ 
laws. 

We in the South resent federal 
law enforcement officers stepping 
into our own backyards. We call it 
"interference” and claim to be able 
to handle our own law violators: But 
the Koinonia violence is fast moving 
to the point where federal officers 
may have to be called in because 
county and state authorities are ap¬ 
parently ineffectual in providing 
these citizens protection.

Dear Kirby: 

We will enclose a list of names and addresses of some new enrollments which 
have been definitely added. You may already know about some of them. We 
have not yet received the registration from the man you informed us about 
last week who had told you he was signing up. Nor have we gotten any response 
yet from Mr. Duncan, who is Ray Jarman’s personal friend. Perhaps he feels 
that the accommodations are not as luxurious as he would want, even though . 
they definitely are a great bargain for the money we are charging. 

I am sending some additional materials of interpretation to all the people on 
our definite inquiry list, prior to providing you with names, etc., for the 
follow-up you said you would do. This may pull several of them in and save 
some of the work which is involved in sending materials out to you. However, 
we believe you might do some good in one specific contact at the present 
moment. We enclose a sheet which is the same as you sent out earlier to some 
persons about the Russia Tour, plus some other additional information on the 
Russia Tour. This is for a Rev. Frederic Meisel, who prefers to be addressed 
as Father Meisel, I believe, an Episcopal high church clergyman who is a 
chaplain at the city mental hospital here. He had quite- a long conversation 
with us on the telephone one day and since he has travelled extensively in 
Europe on a previous trip, he is interested only in the Russia Extension. We 
enclose for you a copy of our materials on the Russia Tour and you will note 
that where people are taking the Russia Extension only, we actually require 
them to include the days in Berlin. This is because we feel that it is essential 
to have some background before visiting Russia; otherwise they come out with 
more misinformation and confusion than they went in with. The period in Berlin 
is not an .adequate introduction as compared to having the whole west Europe 
tour, but is as much as we felt we could really ask for. This information may 
be of use to you in interpreting to other people later on. 

You will notice that I have also been pointing out to people that originally 
we asked you for only the first Russia Extension. Your recently submitted 
schedule of desires for your personal travel at the conclusion of our program 
shows that you are well aware that you are not going back to Russia the second 
time. However,. we have to stress it so much to make it clear to various 
people inquiring, that I am soliciting your help at this point. It mil cut 
down on our correspondence. We have a number of people who are very definitely 
going because of the attraction of your leadership at this particular time, 
wanting or at least thinking about the Russia Extension for the second date. 

We have to write back and tell them that there mil not be any American leader— 
ship on the second date, but only the Intourist guides plus the help of reliable 
and much interested Christian Russian people (mostly Baptists who have visited 
the USA already and who are known to be competent from the opportunity we had 
last year to observe how they handled the group which came in without an American 
tour leader) Meisel’s address is BellevMnS Hospital, Protestant Chaplain’s 
Service, 27th Street at First Avenue, New York, New York. He knows of your 







writings and your work and I believe would be extremely receptive to your appeal 
to him to come to an early decision, with an early deposit which would assure 
him of a place.

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My dear friends: 

We would like tc ask your help. A problem has arisen in connection with 
Dr, R. E. Clcward. As vc understand he is a friend of yours, you may be able to 
advise us .lust what steps to take to clear up misconceptions which he is holding. 

Dr, Kirby Page called me on the telephone this morning to advise me that it 
would be well, as a courtesy tc Dr. Cloward, tc give him some re-assurances. 

In the very brief phone call, I may have missed the pointy but it is my 
impression that Dr, Cloward lias been offended by a mimeographed bulletin which 
he took to be an offer to offer tc him a tour price lower than that offered 
to anyone else. I wonder if I have not misunderstood - for I know that this 
bulletin was not offensive to any of the 300 other persons who also received it 
and have replied in great numbers. 

To give you further background on which to advise us on how to counsel 
with him, let me give you a couple - of bits of information. We have never sent 
any personal letter to Dr, Cloward, other than an individually typed form letter 
on March 7 (identical to several hundred other letters, including one which I 
believe you may have received at one time). 

He wrote us on March 12, with a list of questions. A copy of his letter 
is enclosed so that you can see the general tenor of the letter. You will note 
that the letter is addressed to 308 Fifth Avenue. We received it 15 days later. 
Meantime it. had come to New York, was returned to him by the Postoffice for 
improper addressing, following which he merely inserted the letter, envelope and 
all, into a new envelope properly addressed. You will understand that since 
it arrived only yesterday we have been unable to this moment to reply to it. 

I regret of course, the delay consequent upon the improper addressing, also the 
dissatisfaction which quits naturally resulted from his attempt to secure from 
Dr. Page information which Dr. Page did not have at his fingertips on the phone. 

Had Dr. Cloward written to me at the very first, as our folder indicates for 
information, he would have nib reason to doubt that plans were adequate and specific. 

The only bulletin dealing in any manner with price, is the one enclosed. It 
is. In appearance and in contents, clearly a piece sent to a multitude. It will 
cost Dr. Cloward the same to go on this tour as it will cost anyone else. You,too, 
have the same subsidy, for as we pointed out, the subsidy is already taken into 
account in our quotation of 1957 Peace Tour prices. You will note that the "letter 
from Allan Hunter" in our original folder has a postscript to the point of this 
reduction in price for 1957, although it does not explain the basis of it. 















2 - Dr, & Mrs. Kenneth Reynolds - March 27, 1957 AIRMAIL 


Possibly whew you have studied the enclosures for yourself. Dr. Reynolds, 
as an engineer, you will be more conscious than Dr. Cloward was, of the manner 
in which these materials were reproduced in quantity. I can see that possibly 
a man who is not personally familiar with such processes, could assume that a 
mimeographed set of bulletins Iiad been produced in a quantity of one sheet only, 
expressly related to himself only, even if his name did not appear on the letter 
as it did not in this instance. 

Another bulletin would have reached Dr. Cloward (and 300 other persons at 
the same time) approximately 3 days following the bulletin which puzzled him. 
this latter bulletin gives more details on the-tour program, etc. We have only 
a small office staff, so it takes time to get these out. They are only now going 
to those persons already registered for the tour, and we therefore enclose your 
copy, as it contains much material which will be new to you. 

From the fine spirit in your earlier letter, I felt sure I could write to 
you for help in this. Dr. Cloward has had a very admirable persistence in his 
interest despite getting into delays on a good connection for securing of 
information. Furthermore, in his letter I think I see some evidences that he 
may well be a man with a fine sense of humor. Even without these graces, he 
would be welcome on the tour if he has a sincere interest in the program and 
the leadership of Dr. Page. The time is fast approaching when it will not be 
longer possible to take any more enrolments for the tour on which you are registered. 
There will be nothing personal in our acceding to the demands of the airlines, 
hotels, etc. with respect to the date (unknown to us or to them, now, as it will 
hinge on several variables) on which they notify us that we must close enrolments. 

To be on the safe side, Dr. Cloward should send his deposit within five davs of 
the date of this letter»s arrival In California. After that, it would be impossible 
to guarantee our acceptance, though we will take applications as long as we are 
permitted to do so. 

fnis is the story. What do you suggest that we say or do further? Although 
we have had no word from Dr. Cloward on this aspect of the matter, we would be glad 
to write him when to have had the benefit of your advice. shall look forward 
to hearing from you quite soon. Thank you for this help.

Re, Tour #2, we have all of April to 25th, really before we are in 
any danger of having our allocation chopped down on us for TransAtlantic 
space, so we may well make up in part there for any shortage on #1.

Ve have your letter* of March 25 and 26 with application* fro* both of you 
for membership la our Tour 01 under the co-leadership of Kirby Page and 
syself. Ve appreciate your Interest la the tour* 

Ve should point out, however, that in checking over the correspondence you 
have sent to ns, we note a couple of point* which should be cleared up. The 
folder to which you refer, which you received in December did state a price 
of $099. If you refer to the back of our principal folder of that date, you 
will notice a very- long paragraph explaining under exactly what conditions 
that price would be available. You will note that your application, which 
doe* not yet have * deposit made on it, of course, would not qualify under 
that clause which makes this $899 price available to persons who nade a deposit 
before January 25. Since March 1 is also passed, the second clause does not 
apply to you, which clause established the requirement of making complete 
payment in full by the date given in order to qualify for the Introductory 
Price. The standard price prevailing thereafter is the $949 price which 
appeared on brochures issued after the first of March. I believe you will find 
all of this «n the back pags of the folder which probably la in your files. 


Your other point is in regard to the subsidy credit. I refer you to the 
second page of the letter describing this subsidy credit and the first para¬ 
graph that page. The last sentence In that paragraph says that the re¬ 
mainder of the subsidy is used to provide every 1957 tourmember a price $200 
lever than our price last year. As indicated in the ascend sentence of the 
third paragraph on this page, the subsidy i* already deducted in the form of 
our offering a price $200 lower than last year or (as per paragraph S on page 2) 
for next year. 

Iks final paragraph of the letter. In the 5th line from the bottom of the page 
says, "The quoted tour price has $200 already deducted in your favor/ 1 From this 
you will sec that the arithmetical computation made in your letter is in error 
os you hare In effect deducted tails credit twice. The regular price of the 
tour without the subsidy would be $1149, and we have deducted the subsidy credit 
to $949; therefore, nothing further is to be deducted. This has been in the 










picture from the very first, of course, but for various reasons we did not 
at the beginning mention why it was that the price was lower this year. If 
you have this brochure which has a copy of the letter from Allan Hunter inside 
it, you will notice a postscript on his letter which states that the price 
t.M« year is considerably lower. At that time it was not in order to state 
that this was because of the subsidy mentioned above, but later developments 
caused us to feel that it was possible to mention it end also that potential 
toum embers would like to know about it. Otherwise they would have a wrong 
idea as to the real value of the tour, the possible costs in some other year, 
etc. 

Tou are convinced of the values of tbs tour, especially now that you have 
received our later bulletin giving more details on the program and arrange¬ 
ments and if you are acquainted with details of any other European tpura, you 
will realise that even if we did not have this subsidy credit in the picture 
this year that the price of $1149 would still be a saving of several hundred 
dollars over what it would cost to make a similar trip under a purely 
cownercial tour sponsorship. Ve presume, therefore, that your miscalculation 
on the amounts due here will not alter your decision to go. Nevertheless, 
we will need your deposits promptly in order to assure you of a place in our 
Tour #2 which definitely appears as if It will be completely filled with 
people being turned away for lack of capacity to handle them.

WHERE DOES VIOLENCE END. 

When we read in the papers about what is happening at Koinonia Farm, 
in Sumter County, near Americus, it is still difficult for most of us to 
believe that it is happening in Georgia. 

Georgia has an enviable name among the states in the South. We have 
differences about politics and religion and in other fields, but we settle 
our differences by other means than violence. We do not persecute; we do 
not endanger the lives of men, women, or children. 

The Koinonia Farm was established in 19b2. Since April, 1956, there 
have been 12 acts of violence against the defenseless people at Koinonia 
Farm. The roadside market has been dynamited; crosses have been burned in 
front of houses; shots have been fired into the houses, barely missing the 
occupants; property has been destroyed; lives threatened. Action must be 
taken soon to prevent the next step, which otherwise is apparently inevit¬ 
able, and that is the killing of some person at the farm. 

We call upon the conscience of the people of Georgia to concern itself 
with this situation. 

It is a terrifying thing to remember, but we have to face the fact 
that violence knows no county boundary lines. If the lawless people can take 
over in one community, they can take over in another community. The good 
name of our State is being held up to the nation and the world as a place 
where violence is tolerated and apparently encouraged. As people of good 
will, as Georgians brought up in the peaceful tradition of our State, we 
urge those officials in responsible places to put a stop to the violence 
before it is too late.

Dear Friends* 

For several months we have been having difficulty keeping insurance on 
our property and equipment* Our coverage has been cancelled again and again. 

At the present time we have no property insurance and only a minimum liability 
policy of questionable value on two of our vehicles. We have exhausted all 
possibilities for securing any further coverage anywhere in the world. The 
New Zealand Company which covered us for a short period has cancelled. Lloyds 
of London has refused us. 

Our farm is mortgaged and one of the provisions of the mortgage is that 
the real estate be insured for $10,000* So far the company has been patient 
but we have no assurance they may not at any time call for their money, since 
we are unable to comply with the requirement. 

Many Of you have been asking what you can do to help. We have decided 
to inform you fully of this situation and offer a plan by which you can assist 
us. We call it the Christian Brotherhood Insurance Plan. Enclosed is a copy 
of a pledge or promissory note for $50 which we invite anyone who can and 
would like to help to sign and return to us. By so doing you would send no 
money now, but you would agree that in the event of the loss of a building or 
a farm tractor or a damage suit against the farm in case of an accident, you 
would pay the $S>0 or whatever portion thereof was required to cover the loss. 

For example, let us suppose that we secured 2000 such pledges. This 
would give us a potential coverage of $100,000, Let us suppose that we lost 
by bombing or fire a building valued at $10,000. It would thus require $5 or 
10 per cent of each pledge to cover such a loss. We would then notify the 
participants and ask that they send just this amount in cash. If more pledges 
were secured, the amount of cash required from each participant would be smaller* 

Some of you may desire to sign more than one pledge, or you may know of 
others who would like to share in this. We will be glad to send more blanks 
to anyone who feels he can use them. Some may feel unable to pledge as much as 
$ 50 , in which case it will be quite all right for more than one person to sign 
the same note. 


We want all of you to know that we are deeply appreciative of your 
concern and loyal support. We offer this plan in great faith that you will 
respond in more than adequate measure. In spite of all the developments, your 
love and diligent efforts have helped to make of the whole experience one of 
deepening faith in God and his power to move in the lives of men. So that 
even in this situation we can affirm, "In all things God works for good,.. n

We have heard again, to our delight, from your friend Theodore Mayer, this time 
asking for a definite j quotation of cost, possible costs and itinerary for a tour 
of Russia next summer. He again says something about the possibility of your 
going. It is not clear to me whether he is proposing that we would calculate 
their price in terms of including your travel expenses and what is more important, 
it is not clear to me whether he is asking you or I am supposed to ask'you about 
your availability. It looks as if the BPF will have another Peace Tour next year 
with a Russia Extension, that we will operate the Russia Extension in conjunction 
with the W.I.L.P.F., whose Board has voted to endorse such a:tour: in which one of 
our leaders would be Mrs. Derrick Bodde. She is a prominent Quaker lady, her 
husband is on the faculty of the University of Pennsylvania. They and we want 
fov and ye have a list of some 50 people who say they want to go to Europe next 
year with you and us. (Only a few of them would be for the Russia Extension.) We 
must wait and see if Mayer will agree to a suggestion that we combine forces - 
BPF, W.I.L., and his organization for the Russia tour. 


I doubt they will want to cooperate with anybody, preferring instead to have some¬ 
thing that is completely their own show. Even at that, there would be no reason 
why, since it seems fairly likely that Horizons will be operating their tour, 
we cannot coordinate dates in such a way that you could go with them as well as 
working with us. It is already pretty definitely decided that we will plan only 
one section of the Peace and Spiritual Life Tour for next year, rather than 
having two different dates. We might have to split up the section into some 
sub-groups, but anyway not for Wo different dates. 


I realize that you may not want to commit yourself to anybody, not even to friend 
Mayer at this time. However, in order to help me to laiow at a more early date just 
how to figure all of this out for them, I do need to be clear on whether you are 
planning to work with them or not, also to have some idea as to the probable 
direction in which your decision might go about the general question of returning 
to Europe with the Tour next year. Naturally various considerations might change 
your decision but always we must begin to think about it in May and actually in 
April of the preceding year, especially if you would feel that you should stay

course, but we would wonder if the number of people” who really seriously wanted to 
go on such a tour with you but could not do so in this year, is a real factor to 
be considered with reference to plans for 1958. Cur own organization would feel 
tnat tnis iactor alone, \/ithout respect to any other considerations, would indicate 
that you would be our logical first choice for the 1958 tour. Thanks for any early 
enlightenment you can give me, both with respect to the Peace Tour and with respect 
to your availability to Dr. Mayer * s tour. Cordially

Ve appreciate the courtesy given us la aenrilwg a report on the final decision of 
Dr. Clcward, 

Thank you also for your kindness in going back to answer questions raised In my 
letter of soae weeks earlier in which we acknowledged your valued enrollment. 

We are interested to ltear that you liave hopes of going to Africa. Certainly 
it is a wonderful idea and probably a trip there baa just as such significance 
as a trip to Russia. Thank you also for your interesting and valued Inf emotion 
concerning the tours planned by sene of your-'colleagues at your campus. They 
certainly sound like very worth-while tours. We are acquainted with the Whittier 
College credit tour on "Comparative Social Welfare", as it has been coeducted in 
the past. 

Setae of this information seemed to bo offered as a sort of comparison to the tour 
led by Dr. Kirby Page and nyaelf. I note especially your comment tliat their 
prospectus gives a complete torn' schedule with length of stay in each place. We 
understand they arc travelling by a chartered motorcoach, which aakes it easier 
to work tills out. We could hove published such a schedule as early as last August, 
believe it or not, but we knew tliat there would bo important changes since we 
could only guess at the schedule. As indicated in our literature, all our major 
inter-city travel is by air. The tour utilises the services of half a dozen 
different airlines in this connection. Three of the most important of them which 
wo depend on most heavily, still have not issued schedules for this sumuer other 
than something they call "proposed services" and these schedules have been made 
available to their own .American offices only within the past 10 days or less. 

Most of them were delivered to our offices more recently than that. \/hen you 
realise that we will liave a group, which is not really large, but nevertheless 
takes from l/ 3 t0 1/2 of the capacity of planes such as are used in domestic 
service here as well as abroad, you will understand that we cannot always get the 
some day, or even necessarily within two days, which we ask for on each of our 
inter-city hops. Usually there are only one or two flights per day even between 
the principal cities of Europe, on which groups would be accepted at all by the 
airlines. When they are getting their sisner schedules out only the first of 
April and must make tho assignments and bookings after that date, you can see one 
reason why we did not earlier publish a list as you mentioned. You will receive 
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a detail of this sort, but I would say that probably it will take another two 
weeks before information is all consolidated by the airlines and re-verified with 
our program personalities abroad* All of them have been lined up with approximate 
dates ever since last fall and assy of them from approximately this time last 
year* There is a strong advantage to offset this minor disadvantage, namely, that 
air travel enables us to use the time where moat people prefer to use it. People 
travelling by motorcoach have, in the experience of almost oil tour operators, 
complained about spending too much of their time ort the road, especially when 
they have a short tour of only a month. You will have as much time in the major 
citios and as many contacts with key people t/ho are your principal Interest in 
Europe, as you would have in six weeks if we used a motorcoach. Unfortunately 
rcos vftji idle people on the tour cannot afford the time for a six-week trip and 
ire TKunpuy have to omit a lot of the contacts which they don*t want to omit,:/' (tff

1/e.ourselves have in the past, do now and will in the future, operate tours 
which will spend two whole months in Europe, travelling by air both ways, for 
as little as the Whittier College Tour and even at lower prices. Our present 
tour, being by air, costs flare for the European section than motorcoach travel 
would cost and is based on use in the cities of the very best available tourist 
class hotels. We are providing private bath everywhere possible even though 
that is not customary in ary tour of $949 which includes travel within Europe 
air. The longer you stay, the lower your proportional day price will be, 
as you can take advantage of special rates which apply in sorac" places when * 
stayihg ever a certain number of days. I believe this answers your questions 
fully. 

One other item is the question about cancellations and deposit refunds. This 
goes according to the usual airline rule by which all tour prices must be paid 
in full try 60 days prior to the date of departure of the tour. Refunds after 
that date are determined on the basis of what can be salvaged by the tour 
operator from the airlines, other transportation facilities abroad, hotels where 
advance pajTicnts may have been made, or where one is obligated beyond recall, etc. 
Where tour payments have not been made in full by the date mentioned, by the 
tourme*fl>«r, we advance these and that is our situation with regard to those 
members of Tour # 1 who are not fully paid yet. As the first folder and other 
literature pointed out p in the evcjfit of any withdrawal or cancellation^ regard" 
less of the date, there is a small service charge covering the cost of setting 
up and undoing this long string of different airline and other transportation 
arrangements and of so many different nights, hotels in different places. Re¬ 
gardless of the price of the tour, whether it is with inclusion of Russia 
Extension or just the Europe circle only, this amount is $100 on each. 

We are looking forward with great anticipation to the personal pleasure of 
knowing you folks personally and of enjoying the trip with you.

By way of pulling these two lines of thought together the execu¬ 
tive committee suggested that I write to you to say that we are 
proposing a Peace Budget for D.P.F. members for the remainder of 
1957.

As you know, our dues of $5 per year do little more than keep us 
abreast of certain administrative costs such as correspondence, 
printing DPF folders, and minimum travel expenses for executive 
committee meetings. If you would like the DPF to represent you 
in other ways, perhaps you would like to join us in the Peace 
budget.• To underwrite it we estimate that we would need roughly 
2 - $100 gifts, 3 - $50 gifts, 20 - $25 gifts, 50 - $10 gifts and 
50 - $5 gifts. 

Will you join with us in taxing yourself for Peace - soon (Koinonia 
is in need of help now and we need to send the check to Congr'ess 
soon.) Some of us feel quite excited about the future possibil¬ 
ities of a Peace budget sponsored by the D.P„F. and even think in 
terms of a much more effective budget as the idea catches on.

Dear Dr. Pages 

I am enclosing some statements pertinent to the Koinonia Farm 
situation. It has indeed been distressing that the people in 
Americus have reacted as they have. The economic boycott of the 
farm is really as serious a reaction as the bombing of the 
roadside stand and other attempts to frighten the residents of 
the farm. I am not sure that Albany would have reacted any dif¬ 
ferently, and this is distressing too. 

The ministers of Sumter County passed a resolution deploring the 
violence, though the name Koinonia was not used in the statement. 

A later Grand Jury which made an "investigation" of the situation 
rebuked the ministers for not being "with the community" and not 
"working with us". The United Church Women of Georgia and the Georgia 
Council of Churches have issued statements as have other groups 
and individuals in churches, but there has been no real result to 
the statements. 

The people of Americus do not want the Farm there, and evidently 
everything is being done to try to make it hard for the people to 
stay there. They are, however, determined to stay, I believe. The 
Grand Jury has accused them, though by its own admission without 
"evidence to convict" of causing the violence themselves in order 
to get sympathy for their cause, and of harboring or sympathizing 
with Communists. These charges have been answered by the Farm, but 
people have had the seed planted in their minds that the P'arm is 
"dangerous" and having little sympathy for those who want to mix the 
races in any fashion, the Farm is not likely to have much general 
support, even from many "church folks." 

Last week I had a man write me for his church membership, that he 
cannot be a Methodist t£ the General Conference says Methodists 
approve integration. The Koinonia incident has placed more emphasis 
upon the matter in the church, and I fear that our people are showing 
little feeling that this issue relates to Christianity. I frankly 
do not know where we are headed. 

As to what you can do, I am not sure that there is anything that you 
can do except to pray, to write the Farm of your feeling. They are 
getting contributions right along and I think are not in economic 
jeopardy. They need moral support and all of us need infinite wisdom 
to know what to say, when to say it, and how to go about doing anything 
practical to help. I do appreciate your writing. I ask your prayers.

As you know, the theme is "Conscience And Compromise." It will focus on Wo areas: 
"The Christian and War," and "The Christian and Social Tensions."

When we think of "The Christian and War" we might consider conscientious objectors, 
military service, marriage, school, the female’s place in war, etc. It would "be 
valuable to deal with specific problems of individuals in your discussion group.

Be specific, deal with Southern California problems—real problems of 
individuals in the group. In discussing "social pressures"—what about drinking, "going 
too far," gang influence? —deal with the individuals problems. 

We do not desire the groups to reach conclusions. Instead, we seek for individuals 
to be stimulated and directed in their search for knowledge and Understanding that 
will enable them to make their owm decisions. 

Sharon Shryock, our S.O.Y.P. Secretary, has mailed you our schedule and our thinking 
concerning the theme. It is my personsl hope that you will do some reading and 
general meditating before you come. You will find some of our young people sharp 
in their thinking, but eager for stimulation and sincere counsel. 

Will you please plan to arrive at camp no l ater than 6:30 p.m. Friday? This will 
enable us to have the VERY IMPORTANT STAFF MEETING that will challenge each one of 
us to do our best and to best understand where we fit into the total conference 
experience. 

Again, my personal thanks for contributing your leadership. If you have any questions, 
don*t'hesitate to write to me and I'll ask the young officers for the answers.

Dear Kirby, 

1 am the DeBauw university sophomore to whom you 
recently sent a meaningful letter and some of your 
books and phamphlets. First, 1 wish to deeply thank 
you for your kind interest in me. Living joyously 
is a needed addition to my morning devotions. 

James Weldon Johnson's poem, "From the Uepths of Slavery" 
has given me renewed insight into the thinking of the 
Regro. From one of his great hymns these words,■ 

"Facing the rising sun of a new day begun, let us 
march on until victory is won," were my trumpet 
call to high living during my high school youth. 

Thus ih this poem 1 felt the spark kindle anew. 

I am also reading in the second half of 
The Creative Revolution of J esus: Then and Wow. 

Your"explanation of the sTtuation which Jesus 
faced and his resulting program of action closely 
parallels the understanding of Jesus which I had 
two years ago. Although I do not now revoke my 
former understanding, I can not share your certainty. 

In my i\iew Testament course 1 sit under a professor 
whose: theology is grounded in what 1 would term a 
cross between modern Biblical scholarship and 
existentialism. He derides the thinking of men 
like you as neive, 19th century idealism which never 
awoke to the cruel realities of the war-swept 
20th century. Kaflier in the semesterlclosed my 
ears to his claims, but now I find myself at least 
willing to seriously read men like Barth, Tillich, 
and Niebhur. Have you studied their works? 

You urged me to share particular questions 
and thus I relate the following hoping that you 
might be able to direct my thinking and study of 
this problem. I seriously doubt the divinity of 
Jesus. Why? Because I cannot accept the traditional 
Church doctrine that he was born of a virgin and 
experienced a bodily resurrectioh following his 
crucifixion, l find that 1 cannot follow Jesus 
with a selfish motive—: an eternal life of ease— 

|n the back of my thinking, motivating my actions. 

If he was a man as you and then 1 am willing to 
follow his teachings and eager to live his spirit 
among my contemporaries, but to follow him with 
eternal life as a goal seems to me to be the 
ultimate of self-centered striving.

Dear Kirby: 

Going over your revised schedule of April 13 for travel after the second tour 
program ends, I should point out that the new summer schedules for the flight 
OK 560 from Berlin direct to Copenhagen do not operate on Wednesday, but only 
on Sunday, Monday, and Thursday at 2:45 p.m., arriving Copenhagen at 4:15 p.m. 

On Tuesday and Friday they go to Stockholm instead and there is no Wednesday 
service. Therefore, it seems best to schedule you out on the 2:45 p.m. flight 
on Thursday as it would not work out to leave in the middle of the day on 
Wednesday. You could leave Berlin in late afternoon to Hamburg on Wednesday, 

August 7, but there would be no advantage as you would miss the last plane to 
Copenhagen as there is no after supper plane and furthermore no morning plane 
from Hamburg to Copenhagen then. 

There is a possibility that SAS might agree to and would be able to get space 
on the Eagle Airways Vickers Viking Flight # 601 which operates on Monday, 

Wednesday, and Friday, leaving Hamburg at 12:30 noon and arriving at Copenhagen 
at 1:40 p.m., for which there would be adequate morning connections out of 
Berlin to Hamburg on Wednesday. We will ask for it but do not t hin k that they 
have inter-line arrangements. Meanwhile we suggest that you tell us what you 
think about this and the other possibility as it cuts you down on your time in 
Copenhagen if you don T t get in there until one day later and may revise your whole 
schedule. Do I understand that you are proposing land travel rather than air 
travel from Glasgow to London and back between August 10 and 17? Please clarify. 

You may have to take a flight on the 16th of August from Glasgow to New York or even 
a day later, as the whole thing is extremely tight about that time. We are already- 
putting in a request. 

Thanks for your correspondence to and about Ted Mayer. I should point out that 
what he is talking about is not Europe and Russia, but Russia only. They would 
not be a party to our European section of the Peace Tour. We would schedule so 
that our Peace Tour would end at the same time that their party of Russia tourists 
was arriving, perhaps having a little bit of overlap, as for instance in Berlin. 
Actually we would give them stops of a very few days on the way across Europe 
but that would be operated independently from and simultaneously with the presence 
of our Peace Tour group at other points. I have not as yet heard anything from 
him since your letter to him.

A Home for the Fellowship 

With the purchase of a one-time mansion on the west bank 
of the Hudson River, twenty miles north of New York City, the Fel¬ 
lowship of Reconciliation for the first time in its forty-two years of 
existence has acquired a home of its own. Far more spacious than its 
former cramped offices, the new peace center provides rich oppor¬ 
tunities for expanding the whole work and witness of the organization. 

Room to Work In 

On the first two floors and basement of the main building will 
be room for the offices and for the shipping and storage needs of the 
organization—neater, more orderly, more efficient by far than anything 
we have had before. Rooms where creative work can be done, meet¬ 
ings held and visitors interviewed, without disturbing the entire office. 
Room to work in, comfortably and efficiently, so that the total job 
may be accomplished. 

A Place to Work and Grow 

Most of one wing, when it is repainted and furnished, will be 
set aside for conferences, retreats, work camps and training institutes. 
Students, ministers, pacifist leaders will come to stay here, for a week¬ 
end or a week or more, talking, studying, working at the business of 
peace and reconciliation. 



A House of Worship 

One large room has been set aside as a chapel. The Rockland 
Meeting of the Religious Society of Friends has its meeting for worship 
there each Sunday. Other religious services, sponsored by the FOR 
and by groups in the community, will use the same facilities as occa¬ 
sions arise. Here can be the focus of a strengthened spiritual base for 
the FOR J s whole testimony. 



A Center for Peace 

The FOR formally began use of the new building on January 
28, and future developments are still in the planning stage. But the plans 
are exciting: a peace library, an audio-visual center, new opportunities 
for enlarging the outreach and significance of the Fellowship.
